Tho Moorish Rule in Spain. 


On the north of Africa settled the 


lurid form of the Arabian crescent, ona 
horn reaching to tho Bosphorus and ona 
pointing to tho Pyrenees. Scarcely had 
tho Arabs become firmly settled in Spain 
beforo they commenced a brilliant ca- 
reer. Cordova, under their administra- 
tion, at its highest point of prosperity, 
boasted of moro than 200,000 houses, 
and more than 1,000,000 of inhabitants. 
After sunset, a man might walk through 
it in a straight lino for ten miles by tho 
light of tho public lamps. 
Seven hun- 


dred years after this time there was not 
so much as ono public lamp in London. 
Its streets were solidly paved. In Paris, 
centuries subsequently, whoever stopped 
over his threshold on a rainy day 
stopped up to his ankles in mud. The 
Spanish Mohammedans had brought with 
thsm all the luxuries and prodigalities 
of Asia. Thoir residences stood forth 
against tho clear bluo sky, or were em- 
bosomed in woods. They had polished 
marble balconies ; overhanging orange 
gardens ; courts with cascades of water, 
shady retreats provocative oE slumber in 
the licat of tho day ; retiring rooms, 
vaulted with stained glass, speckled with ' 
gold, over which streams of water were 
mado to gush. 
Tho floors and wallg 


wore of exquisite mosaic. Hero, a foun- 
tain of quicksilver shot up in ft glisten- 
ing spray, tho glittering particles falling 
•with a tranquil sound like fairy bolls; 
there, apartments into which cool air 
was drawn from flower gardens, in sum- 
mer by means of ventilating towers, and 
in tho winter through earthen pipes, or 
caledncts, imbedded in the walls—tho 
hypocauet, in tho vaults below, breath- 
Ing forth volumes of warm and perfumed 
air through these hidden passages^ Tho 
walls were not covered with wainscot, 
but adorned with arabesques, and point-, 
ings of 'agricultural scenes and views o{ 
paiadiso. From tho ceilings, corniced 
mtlj fretted gold, great chandeliers hung, 
ono of which, it is said, contained 1,08'i 
lamp's. Clusters of frail rnarblo columns 
surprised tho beholder with tho vast 
weights they bore. In tho boudoirs of 
tho BUlianus tlioy wore sometimes of vcrd 
antique, and ir.crustcd with ladis lazuli. 
Thp furniture was of sandal and citron 
wood, inlaid with mother of pearl, ivory, 
silver, or relieved with gold and precious 
rftoiachite. In orderly confusion woro 
arranged VHKCS ot rock crystal, Chinese 
porcelains, and tallies of exquisite mo- 
saic. The winter apartments wero hung 
with ricli tapeslry ; the floors wero cov- 
ered with embroidered Persian carpets. 
Pillows and couches, of elegant forms, 
were scattered about tho rooms, which 
Wore perfumed with frankincense. Tlioro 
wero whispering galleries for tho amuse- 
ment o£ the women ; labyrinths and mar- 
bio play courtH for the children ; for tlio 
mister himself, grand -libraries. The 
KhaliJ Alhakeni'a was so largo that tho 
catalogue alono lillod forty volumes. Ho 
had also apartments for the transcribing, 
binding, and oruarnor.ling of books. 
Aciross tho Pyrenees, literary, philosoph- 
ical, and adventurers were perpetually 
passing, and thus the luxury, tho taste, 
and above all, tho chivalrous gallantry 
and elegant courtesies of Moorish society 
found their way from Granada and Cor- 
dova to Provence and Languecloc. Tho 
refined society of Cordova prided itself 
on its politeness. A gay contagion also 
BplQftd from tho beautiful Moorish mis- 
creants to their sisters beyond the 
mountains. Tho South of Franco was 
full of tho witcheries o£ female fascina- 
tions, and of dancing to tho fluto and 
mandolin. Even in Italy and Sicily tho 
16'Ve-song became the favorite composi- 
tion; and out of those genial but not 
orthodox beginnings the polito literature 
Of modern Europe arose.—Draper's "fl-

Tho Hoscttn. Stono. 


It ia ofton taken for granted thai 


everybody knows all about the Bosetto 
Btone. Well, perhaps tho grown folks 
dp, but I am writing for tho boys and 
Kills, who, I foel sure, are not ashamed 
to ask-Uio moaning of what they do nol 
understand. Nobody knows everything'; 
nor is there any disgrace in not know- 
ing what one has had no opportunity ol 
learning; but thero ia both sin and 
shame in remaining ignorant in order to 
appear wise. Now let mo tell you in 
•what tho great value of the Bosetta 
Stone, consists, so that you may tho bet- 
tor understand its use. 


The. art of writing was very early 


known to the Egyptians, aud they had 
books before moat other nations. ' This 
is proved by tlio writing implements 
found on monuments that nvo supposed 
to havo existed before Moses was born. 
Clement of Alexandria, who lived about 
seventeen centuries ago, states that in 
IU£ day-there wcro still extant 1'orty-two 
•acred '.books of the Egyptians. • - They 
were all written in tho old Egyptian 
characters that wo call hieroglyphics, 
tnd most of them hnvo been-lost, whilo 
the -manner of reading those • strange 
characters had been entirely forgotten, 
BO that tho fragments that remained 
eeomed of littlo value. 


So it was, also, in regard to tho in- 


fcnptions on tho monuments and tombs 
and coffins—nobody could road them, or 
tell anything of their history ; not even 
whether, hieroglyphics wcro more sym- 
bols, or/were a-rail written language ap- 
plied to the things of every-day lifo. 
Scholars all over Europe had "been pnz- 
«hng over tho problem for two or three 
hundml years, trying to find out some 
way'of reading those wonderful hiero- 
glyphics ; but for a long time with vory 
httle success. 
At length a Frenchman 


named Quatremoro, found out that tho 
Coptie ;was the language of • tho- ancient 
Egyptians.; but the.: books that havo 
come-down 44--our-times orciraostly writ- 
tan in tho Greek characters, with tlio 
addition of seven others from tho de- 
motic or common language of tho coun- 
try. 


This was, however, ono step toward 


Zearmnghow to descipher tho mysterious 
writing on the tombs and monuments 
and the famous expedition of Napoleon, 
to Egypt furnished a second. Tho sa- 
vanta, or learned men, who accompanied 
nia army, brought homo exact copies of 
many inscriptions from Egyptian monu- 
ments ; and after that the country was 
thrown open to the investigation of tho 
loomed, and tho various museums of 
Europe Began to bo enriched with the 
•poll taken from tho banks of tho Nile 
Then, with new zeal and hope, scholars 
»J>niU4 tJwwuelrea to tho task of doat- 
pheriug thos« queer, mystifying sym- 
bols! But, alas! the key was Btill want, 
ing. 
If they only had an 'authentio 
translation of just ono ancient Egyptian 
inscription into any language known to 
modern -scholars they might, by analogy. 
have continued to work out the others. 
Afld this ia precisely what tUo Kosotta 
sopliio skepticism 


rs'eono camo roi-tn iroui its grave to inr- 
niah. 


In August, 1789, Mons. Bouchard, a 


French officer of artillery, in digging tho 
foundation o.f a redoubt at Kosetta, 
which stands at tho mouth of tho west- 
ern branch of the Nile, found the Koset- 
ta Stono. It is inscribed with various 
characters, which proved to be in three 
different languages ; that is, tho one 
legend is inscribed three times—ouco in 
tho old hieroglyphics, again in demotic 
characters, aud tho third time in Greek. 


This stone, which is now hold aa a 


priceless treasure in tho British Muse- 
um, is of a kind known by the learned 
ns black compact bnsult. It is four feet 
long by three fool broad, with one cor- 
ner broken oft", so that no one of the in- 
scriptions ia entire, although tho larger 
part of all remains. 
Scholars saw at 


onco its importance sis a probable key to 
tho reading of hieroglyphics, aud tho 
Antiquarian Society caused tho inscrip- 
tions to bo engraved ivud copies goner- 
ally circulated among tho learned men 
of Europe. 


Their attention was, of course, first 


turned to the Greek, which was found 
to bo a recognition of tho royal honors 
conferred on Ptolemy Epiphanos by tho 
Egyptian priesthood assembled at Mem- 
phis ; and tho concluding sentence di- 
rected that tho decree .should bo on- 
graven on a table of hard stone iu throe 
ways—in the hieroglyphics, in demotic, 
or ordinary characters ol' tho country, 
and iu Greek. Ho with this key, coupled 
with an untold amount of study, tho 
inscriptions on those old tombs and 
monuments hnvo become intelligible, 
and wo may now learn tho names, ages] 
conditions nud frequently something of 
the history of tliosu shriveled old mum- 
mies that are exhumed aud placed before 
us, after their burial for thousands of 
years. 


This is what tlio Bosettn Stone has 


done, and can you wonder that it is so 
highly prized, or that tho ler.rneil mon 
who have so rejoiced iu its discovery 
should tnko it for granted that every- 
body else lias been engrossed with it, 
like themselves, and of course has 
learned all about it? 


Tho Moabito Stone, another famous 


relic of ancient times, was found in tho 
year 18GS by Mr. Klein, a missionary, 
traveling in the country of Moab. 
It 


was a thick slub of basalt, measuring 
about three feet live inches high and 
ono foot nine inches wide. 
Tho inscrip- 


tion upon it is tho oldest existing writ- 
ing in tho alphabetic characters, as it 
dates from about i)00 
years before 


Christ. It records the doings of Mosha, 
King of Moab, during the days of the 
Israelitish prophet Elisha, and of Jeho- 
ram and Jehoshuphat, Kings of Judah 
and Israel, mentioned in the Bible in 
tho third chapter ol 
1 tho Second Book ol 


Kings. A full translation of tho writing 
is given on page :•!;> of tho second vol- 
ume of Mortimer's Monthly Magazine.

the grave. But at the present day, 
wherever tho light of Christian civiliza-

Any one would guess that insanity tends 
to suicide; few would realize without 
reading tliio proofs given that a. spirit of 
mere morbid imitation ni ay lead toil; 
thus it has .sometimes raged as an opi- 
ileinic.

crease it, probably because they havo 
been injudiciously so managed as to 
heighten de.virrs more than to inspire 
contentment. Who would have thought 
of tracing a connection between suicide1 
and the sjirend of periodical literature or 
advance of railway development; but in- 
Europe the ovil seems to havo flourished 
under these-improvements. There, also,' 
intensity of ivligions teaching and con- 
viction'has, perhaps, had au unhappy 
effect, and tlio 1'rotostnnt countries are 
said to show this n:oro than Catholic, 
monasteries ana convents in particular1 
being rarely invaded.

Tho reader, 
however, must remember that the data 
which support cone.lnsions like the above 
are chiefly European ; somewhat differ- 
ent results might bo reached in America.

Wp do not find that Dr. O'Dca says 
this, but tlu lone of his book indicates

Literature of Suicide. 


For nearlya generation no satisfactory 


English-written compendium of progress 
of the investgation as to suicide has ap- 
peared. Meantime, n, largo mass of re- 
cent data has boon accumulated by 
European observers. These havo been 
ably exhibited by L)r. Morselli in a re- 
cent volume of statistical but very sug- 
gestive character. Dr. O'Dea, in a work 
somewhat more historic and philosophic, 
has contributed much general informa- 
tion from early as well as recent sources. 
Tho two taken together furnish very 
complete material for an outline view of 
what is known on this sombro and some- 
what interesting subject. It is to be re- 
gretted that American statistics aro still 
meagre; the census of 1S80 will perhaps 
give important additions. 


Tho chief ethical philosophies of Asia 


have somewhat permitted suicide, aa 
witness tho suttee of Hindoo widows and 
the hari kari of disgraced Japanese offi- 
cials. Such bolieis as pantheism, fatal- 
ity, and transmigration were not adapted 
to suppress it. Early pagan systems 
allowed it; cynics, stories, and epicuri- 
ans, traveling by different 
roads of 


reasoning, reached the same result; and 
not only did eminent teachers of Grecian 
and Koman philosophy avow that the 
hopelessly -unhappy might rightly seek 
relief in death, but several of these acted 
upon tho tenet. In strong contrast was 
tho belief of the ancient Jews; they ac- 
cepted tho command, "Thou shalt not 
kill," as comprehending 
self-killing. 


The influence of tho Now Testament is 
to the same effect. 
If warnings are few 


and slight, this is because thero was no 
need in Judea to forbid voluntary death ; 
it was not prevalent. In instances, tha 
readiness of martyrs to meet death rather 
than be false to their faith somewhat re- 
sembles seeking it, but, in truth, tho 
early Christians adhered to tho Jewish 
and apostolio belief—that suicide was a 
sin. Bo taught Mohammed and tho 
Koran.

TVarm find Ifot Springs. 


Tlio springs called thermal springs ara 


found in all latitudes, at various eleva- 
tions above tho sen, nud in most of tha 
geological formations. Tho word thermal 
does not, however, denote a spring of. 
any particular degree of temperature, 
and is i'ar from signifying that tho 
springs to which it is applied aro all 
equally worm ; for any spring is ther- 
mal, tho water of which is warmer than 
tho mean annual temperature of tha 
place where it occurs. In tho equatorial 
regions, where tho moan annual temper- 
ature is about 80 deg., a thermal spring 
should have a temperature of about 85 ; 
deg., while in the northern parts of tho 
earth, as, for example, at Yakutsk, in 
Siberia, where tlio year's temperature 
does not exceed 13 deg., it need bo only 
a little above that. Tho waters of ther- 
mal springs maintain an equable tem- 
perature, and muHt thoreforo como out 
of depths in the earth at which the 
variations in the temperature of the air 
exert no influence. 
According to Bous- 


singault, this depth in the tropics is 
only a littlo. more..than ono or two feet, 
but between 48 deg. and 52 deg. of north 
latitude it is ' liotwoon sixty-six and 
ninety-thj-eo feet below the surface. Be- 
side the springs that arc called thermal 
many springs tiro found Uio temperature 
of which exceeds the highest mean tem- 
perature 'of the ycar,-uMid are called warm 
springs.

158 dog.; those of Baden-Baden, 154 to 
111 dog., etc. 
Tho depth from which 


tho waters come may bo approximately 
calculated by.tho nilu that the tempera- 
ture increases ono degree for every 
ninety feet below the surface. Henca 
the water of tho bubbling spring M 
Carlsbad-is supposed to come from . 
depth of 7,300 fuot. 


A third .class of springs, tho boiling 


springs, geysers or hot springs, whoso 
temperature is near the boiling point of 
water, are peculiar iu respect to the 
places whore they appear. 
They are 


found only in volcanic regions; aro nu- 
merous in Iceland, where there are moro 
than a hundred of them; on the North 
island of New Zealand, where they ara 
most abundant in the neigi^jorhood of 
tho Boto Mahana, or Hot lake; and near 
tho Yellowstone lake, tho Fire-hole and 
the Madison rivers, in the region of the 
Wind Biver mountains, iu ths United 
States, whero some 800 of them are 
grouped within a certain well-defined 
area.—Popular Science Monthly.

Ten Thousand Clerks. 


Tno GoYormnont and its employes 


bear a relation to our city somewhat sim- 
ilar to that of a college and its students 
to tho little New England village whoro 
it is located. There aro onongh office- 
holders who aro residents of Washington 
to mako a good-sized city of themselves. 
In tho various departments the work 
goes on the same from ono year's end to 
tho other, and one would scarcely real- 
ize how groat tho number of employes 
in tho various departments is. Tho 
number is about 10,000. This is exclus- 
ive of tho Capitol, city postoflioo and 
District Government ofliees. This body 
of Government employes forms not only 
a largo but a very intelligent and agree- 
able element of the population of Wash- 
ington. A largo proportion of them aro 
people of thought, education and refine- 
ment, and thoir presence would bo an 
acquisition to any community. 


Tho remuneration of tno employes of 


tho departments varies somewhat, but 
generally tho salaries range i'lma $'JOO to 
$2,000 for clerical work, the latter being 
given to those who occupy responsible 
or particularly important positions, and 
tho first generally to copyist*, a great 
many of whom aro ladic:j. Tho latter 
are hard worked and they work wall and 
receive the smallest remuneration, but 
tho wolf is kept from the door of many 
a family by their earnest endeavors, 
A 


groat many of them onco belonged to 
families of wealth, but reverses came, 
and they are glad to bo able to work for 
a living. In tlio Treasury Department 
there are over 500 lady clerks, and in tho 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing as 
many more. 
In tho Treasury and In- 


terior Departments changes aro most 
frequent, and it is iu these mostly that 
women aro employed, and every now 
and then thoro aro rumors of ponding 
changes •which sot their' Iwarts flutter- 
ing with dread until tho danger is over. 


A position in tho State Department is 


considered a permanent thing. It is 
run on a plan similar to our army and 
navy. When some oup dies promotions 
tako placo, and _thero is a chimce for an 
appointment, in tho War. and- Navy 
Departments, also, changes do not often 
occur, and many a clerk, whoso hair is 
now white, entered the service vrhon a 
young man. Employes perform their 
labors in n remarkably-satisfactory man- 
ner. 
In fact, it is apparent that tho 


Government dork, taken on tho average, 
has greatly improved in many respects 
within tho pa.stdoueu years.— Washing- 
ton Star.

These nbovo 
mentioned wero the liuns of the hotel, 
but with them were at least thirty more 
extraordinary creatures, or rather extra- 
ordinary gifted creatures, o£ whom some 
could eat fire and others see into futur- 
ity or distribute shocks after the fashion 
of votalic batteries. I noticed, however, 
that none of this category were treated 
with much consideration by tlio hostess, 
who evidently was sceptical about all 
whoso claims for distinction were based 
on phychological attributes only.

•which they never had boon engaged bo- 
foro, and m which it is proper to say, 
not one ever indulged again. But to the 
visitor's imagination it was ono of the 
every day acts, not only of that company 
of young ladies but of all of the better 
class of Southern women. It was a prec- 
ious item to transmit to his .Northern 
readers, and after announcing his name 
and mission ho drew forth pencil and 
book and his nimble fingers immediately 
commenced a record of his surroundings 
and observations. 


Tho young ladies boat a hasty retreat 


without explanation, and sent Mrs. G. 
to entertain the visitor, but he, no doubt, 
supposed thoy had retired to another 
room to finish their morning's smoko.
